3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record does not render obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art 
at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements 
including "an application program interface (API) transmitting unit, which transmits an 
API corresponding to an interactive control command input from a user to an AV 
contents reproducing engine that reproduces the AV contents and a synchronized 
multimedia element reproducing engine that reproduces the multimedia elements that 
are determined to be synchronized with the AV contents by the synchronized 
multimedia element determining unit, such that the multimedia elements are 
synchronized and mixed with the AV contents for a visual display on a screen of the 
display on a screen of the display device" as recited in independent claim 10 and 
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similarly recited by independent claim 1 and similarly recited in independent claims 9, 
15, 23, 29, 30, and 31. 

The remaining claims, 2-8, 10-14, 16-22, 24-28, and 32-40, are dependent 
claims, thus these claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the 
above reasons.
